4. On 2 harch 1966, SECEN told a representative of 
this Agoncy in 11281 that he had been contacted on 22 Feb- 
ruary 1966 by one Bile RAVLIC froma Madrid who, according 
to SECEN, wou en route to Haiti to porform a aiosion for 
President DUVALIER. Accord ing to SECEN, RAVLIC stopped in 
Hani to see him. In their meeting, RAVLIC told SECEN that 
he had been contucted in mid-February in Madrid by a Domine 
igan nutionsl residing in Haiti who vas allegedly a confidant 
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of President DUVALIER, ‘The Doainican told RAVLIC that : 
DUVALIER wanted to see hia regarding VLADIMIR SECEN, an 
individual whom DUVALIER ouspected of plotting to er- 
throw the Governcent of Haiti. DUVALIER wanted RAVLIC 
to influence CEN to atop his Haitian plotting and, if 
SECEN agreed, DUVALIER waa willing to offer SECEN a good 
job in the Haitian Governcent. SECEN reportedly told 
RAVLIC that he vas not engaged in any plot to overthrow 
pros ident DUVALIER ard did not plan to become involved. 
RAVLIC then told SECEN that he waa goiag to Haiti to 
report the resulta of his nisaion to President DUVALIER; 
however, when SECEN warned RAVLIC that such a trip wauld 
be too dangerous, RAVLIC took his advice and returned to 
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6. The files of this Agency reflect that Hile RAVLIC, 

aloo known as ile RAVLIK de BOGSTICH TEPCEVICH, Hille 
‘KRAWIT, and ua gor MILLER, was born 16 June 1919 in Croatia, 
Yugoslavia,and is u naturalized citizen of tae Boainican 
Republic. He studied agriculture in Zagreb, Yugonlavia, 
and graduated ao an agronomist. During World War II, he 
wos a secber of the Croatian Arny. In 1057, he joined 

the Doainican Army as a Major and became a Lt. Colonel 
under Preaidont TRUJILLO. In April 1967, a reliable source 
reported that RAVLIC, who traveled on a Doainican Republic 
pacoport, vod apparently involved in an import-oxport busi- 
neos, but also carried cut political and inf ornat on- 
gathering atooions. At that tice RAVLIC wag reported to 
have been in Hadrid for tha paot month, but had sade sev-~ 
oral trips to France. Squrco aleo da id that RAVLIC con- 

t innod to maintain contact with the TRUJILLOs. The soot 
recent information in this Agency's files reflecto that in 
Septecber 1067, RAVLIC was reportedly in Paris waiting for 
Mre. Juan PEROR, At thot tice, RAVLIC told e reliable 
gource thet he was in buginess with Juan PERG. 


6. Although this Agency has no current operational ~ 
intercot in SECEN, we would appreciate receipt of any in- i f 
foreation which your Bureau day obtain on hig activities 
in the Caribbean area, particularly in the Doainican Repub- 
lic and Haiti or relating to the Cubans.
